JESUS AND THE HOME 


“And it came to pass that when Jesus had finished these 
sayings, he departed from Galilee, and came into the 
coasts of Judea beyond Jordan; and great multitudes fol- 
lowed him; and he healed them there. The Pharisees also 
came unto him, tempting him, and saying unto him, Is it 
lawful for a man to put away his wife for every cause? 
And he answered and said unto them, Have ye not read, 
that he which made them at the beginning made them 
male and female, and he said, For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, and shall cleave unto his 
wife: and they twain shall be one flesh? Wherefore they 
are no more twain, but one flesh. What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder. They say unto 
him, Why did Moses then command .to give a writing of 
divorcement, and to put her away? He saith unto them, 
Moses because of the hardness of your hearts suffered you 
to put away your wives: but from the beginning it was 
not so. And I say unto you, Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, except it be for fornication, and shall marry an- 
other, committeth adultery: and whoso marrieth her which 
is put away doth commit adultery. Then were there brought 
unto him little children, that he should put his hands on 
them, and pray: and the disciples rebuked them. But Jesus 
said, Suffer little children, and forbid them not, to come 
unto me: for of such is the kingdom of heaven. And he laid 
a game on them, and departed thence,” Matt. 19:1-9, 
13-15. 

In our Scripture lesson the Lord Jesus is deliberately en- 
gaged by the Pharisees in one of the greatest and oldest 
controversies of all time—the divorce question. His in- 
veterate enemies who hounded Him throughout His min- 
istry in Galilee find Him even in Perea. “It was common 
to consult great teachers on points of controversy, but 
this question was not asked honestly; they were tempting 
Him, seeking to entangle Him in His talk, to bring Him 
into collision with one or the other of the two eat 
schools, or with Herod Antipas himself, the ruler of the 
country in which they were. The famous Hillel had taught 
that divorce was allowable for any cause! Shammai, that 
it was lawful only in the case of adultery. Herod was ty 
of shameful violations of the law of marriage, and had 
murdered the holy Baptist, who rebuked him for his sin. 
The Lord had taught the strict view of marriage in His 
Sermon on the Mount; would He dare to maintain the same 
doctrine in the dominions of Herod? The Pharisees seemed 
to ask for information; they had malice and envy in their 
hearts. He refers them to the Scriptures. ‘Have ye not 
read?’ He says, as He had- said before. He points to the 
study of the Scriptures as the source of religious knowledge. 
‘Have ye not read?’ We ought to be always reading, always 
learning lessons of divine truth from the Holy Word of 
God. He goes back to the original principle of marriage. 
‘He which made them at the beginning made them male 
and female.’ They were created for one another. “They 
twain shall be one flesh ... What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder.’ So true is the old say- 
ing that marriages are made in heaven! Marriage is an 
honorable estate, instituted by God in the time of man’s 
innocency; declared by God Himself, speaking through 
divine inspiration, to be more sacred and a even 
than the love of parent and child, the holiest, surely, and 
deepest of all other forms of human love; ennobled in the 
New Testament by a yet holier consecration, sa that it be- 
comes the symbol, the representation, of the mystical union 
that is between Christ and His Church. Divorce was an 
allowance and not a command, as these Pharisees stated. 
It had not been so from the beginning, and the Lord dis- 
tinctly forbids divorce, ‘except it be for fornication.’ The 
Lord laid the foundation of the sanctity of Christian 
homes and Christian family relations; let us cherish His 
high and holy teaching.”. 

Whether coincidental or in keeping with God’s ry os 
or 
enediction gave Him opportunity to seal His discourse 
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on marriage in the most impressive manner possible, by 
honoring the fruit of marriage. One is disappointed with 
the disciples for rebuking the parents, but profoundly im- 
pressed with the reproof the Lord gave them immediately 
as He invited the children to come unto Him. The Lord 
Jesus gave them to understand, as well as us, that all little 
children (infants) are unaccountable for sin; therefore, 
innocent and holy in His sight, and, therefore, in His king- 
dom, and that before adults can enter into His kingdom, 
they must be like them in heart and mind.

BOOTLEGGING RISE OF 25% 

REPORTED BY U.S. OFFICIAL 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Bootlegging 
soared nearly 25 per cent in 1950 ac- 
cording to the latest figures from the 
United States revenue officers. 

In the year ended June 30, accord- 
ing to George J. Schoeneman, internal 
revenue commissioner, Federal men 
seized 10,929 illicit stills compared with 
8,008 the year before. 

The alcohol tax unit also made 
10,209 arrests, 1,294 more than the 
previous year. Criminal cases term- 
inated amounted to 5,982, with 4,677 
cases still pending. 

Mr. Schoeneman said the agents 
confiscated 140,559 gallons of moon- 
shine, 21,874 more gallons than dur- 
ing the year before. In addition, 
4,892,608 gallons of mash were seized. 


MEXICO PROHIBITS LIQUOR 
ADVERTISING 

Mexico has instituted legislation 
which prohibits advertising of alco- 
holic beverages through the movies, 
radio, and television. It is known as 
Sanitary Code, Article 29. The U.S. 
could well follow Mexico’s lead.—The

‘WHAT IS A CHRISTIAN?’ ISSUE 
RAISED IN MOVE TO SET ASIDE 
$70,000 WILL 


WATERLOO, Iowa—A Catholic 
chaplain and a Unitarian minister 
took divergent views on the divinity 
of Christ today in a lawsuit which 
raised the question: “What is a Chris- 
tian?” 

In a suit brought to break a will 
pe ie A of a $70,000 estate, the Rev. 
Robert J. Spahn, chaplain for Catho- 
lic students at near-by Iowa State 
Teachers College, testified: 

“If Christ were not God and had 
not claimed to be God, there proba- 
bly wouldn’t have been any Chris- 
tian religion.” 

On the other hand, the Rev. Charles 
Phillips of the First Unitarian Church, 
Des Moines, said belief in the divinity 
of Christ is not fundamental to Uni- 
tarian belief, but that Unitarians do 
believe they have a Christian church. 

“We believe in the divinity of 
Christ,” Phillips said, “only in the 
sense that we feel man has some di- 
vinity in him. We consider Jesus more 
or less a historical figure who gained 
godliness by living the good life on 
earth.” 

The two were among six clergymen 
called today by the attorney for 10 
nephews and nieces who are seeking 
to break the will of the late Dr. W. B. 
Small, Waterloo physician. 

Dr. Small directed his estate “be 
given to persons who believe in the 
fundamental principles of Chris- 
tianity.” 

The relatives contend there is no 
eommon agreement “as to what con- 
stitutes the fundamental principles 
of Christianity.” 

Others testifying today before Dis- 
trict Judge Shannon B. Charlton were 
ministers from two divisions of the 
Lutheran faith, a Baptist pastor and 
an Episcopalian rector. 

All said they considered their sects 
Christian. All but Mr. Phillips agreed 
to the divinity of Christ. However, 
each said his church had a number 
of things to which it subscribed that 
other churches did not. 

The Rev. Charles J. Gunnell, rector 
of Christ Episcopal Church, Waterloo, 
told the court his denomination be- 
a the church should interpret the 

e.

Our Lord many times referred to 
the natural things when teaching His 
disciples, and almost always in para- 
bles, most of which dealt with agri- 
culture or horticulture. The main rea- 
son for this is that it was the only 
way the common people could under- 
stand heavenly things. So today it is 
the language that is most easily com- 
prehended by the average person; and, 
what is more, the English language 
is limited to the natural sphere. : 

Our lives are perfect pictures of gar- 
dens. A garden will on. ay accord- 
ing to the work put into it. If a man 
ust scatter his seed on the 
wild prairie, he would certainly not 
reap a very good crop. The same is 
true in Christian work. “Be not de- 
ceived, God is not mocked; for what- 
soever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.” 

First, consider the soil, for only good 
soil will make a good garden; so if it 
is not up to par, it must be fertilized. 
The Word of God is the best fertilizer 
to be found, in spite of all the other 
ones that have been concocted by 
man. They will never stand the final 
test, and that is what is needed to 
take us through to the pearly gates 
with many sheaves to lay at our Land- 
lord’s feet.

What of the vows we made at the 
foe yee’ of the year? Are we faith- 
fully keeping them? or have they been 
forgotten and lost among the many 
cares and problems of life? I am 
afraid too many of us are inclined to 
forget our vows. This definitely is con- 
trary to the will of God. There is 
nothing wrong with making vows to 
God, or resolving to do better, but 
such promises are not to be soon for- 
gotten or taken lightly. 

In Matt. 5:33, Jesus Himself said, 
“Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but 
shalt perform unto the Lord thine 
oaths.” To forswear, 
means to swear falsely. Certainly, no 


Christian would knowingly be guilty : 


of this. Yet, this is a solemn warning 
to saint and sinner alike, and is a 
sound confirmation of the admonition 
in Job 22:27, “Thou shalt pay thy 
Se God Guakagiving: ond pay tg 
un ; and pay thy 
vows unto the Most High.” The Psalm- 
ist continues to ve home the 
thought in Psalm 76:11, “Vow, and 
pay unto the Lord your God.” And 
again in Psalm 116:14, “I will pay 
my vows unto the Lord now in the 
presence of all his — Evidently 
David had been made see the 
portance of keeping his promises to 
God, for he not only admonished oth- 
ers to pay their vows, but, speaking 
for himself, he said, “I will pay my 
vows unto the Lord.” 

One of the most interesting stories 
in the Bible is that of Jacob. In Gen- 
esis 28, we find him forced to leave 
home, and apparently all alone in the 
world. Yet, when he discovered that 
God was in the place, and that He 
evidently was concerned about him, 
we find in verses 20,.22, “And Jacob 


as used here, 


vowed a vow, saying ... of all that 
thou shalt give me I will surely give 
the tenth unto thee.” —— 4 times 
when we find ourselves see gly in 
the very presence of God, we begin 
to make vows to Him. Let us be sure 
they are not made in vain. 

Consider Hannah, the mother of 
Samuel, truly one of the great women 
of the Bible. In I Sam. 1:11 we read, 
“And she vowed a vow, and said, O 
Lord of hosts, if thou wilt indeed... 

ve thine handmaid a man child 
hen I will give him unto the Lord 
all the days of his life.” 

In Jonah 1:16 we read, “Then the 
men feared the Lord exceedingly, and 
offered a sacrifice unto the Lord, and 
made vows.” When these men found 
that the judgment of God had over- 
taken Jonah, they became afraid, and 
began to make vows to God. a 

We also know that the apostle Paul 
had due regard for vows. In Acts 18:18 
we read, “And Paul ... then took his 
leave of the brethren, and sailed 
thence into Syria .. . having shorn his 
head in Cenchrea: for he had a vow.” 

Finally, let us notice that the Lord 
Himself is true to His promises. In 
2 Peter 3:9 we read, “The Lord is not 
slack ome his promises .. .” It 
is a wonderful thing to forget about 
the past, and look to the future, and 
many times it pays us to make prom- 
ises, or vows to God concerning the 
gene and future. But let us keep 

mind the fact that every vow 
should be motivated b 
sire to glorify God an 
others and ourselves.

that “except ye. . .become as little 
children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” Little children 
need not “become” as little children, 
for they already are, and are willing 
and ready to learn. Then, cultivation 
must be thorough, for “the sacrifices 
of God are a broken spirit,” Psalm 
51:17; and this is the only type of 
soil that will produce a good crop. 
There can be no hard lumps whic 
might impair the growth of the plants 
which are to bear fruit. So all the hard 
pieces of our will must be broken up, 
even at the expense of our feelings. 
Next comes the planting. “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing pre- 
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cious seed, shall doubtless come again 
with rejoicing, me his sheaves 
with him,” Psalm 126:6. So the seed 
must be “precious,” or first grade, and 
sown with “weeping,” or with great 
care and concern. After the planting 
you have to watch it that some “beast” 
will not dig it up or some “fowl of the 
air” will not come and devour the 
seed before it has a chance to sprout 
and grow. 

Now it must be watered. Most places 
are fortunate enough to receive water- 
ing from above by One who a 
it out beforehand, but places less for- 
tunate must depend on the less ef- 
fective type, that of irrigation. There 





are many problems connected with 
this, though, and it is not recom- 
mended where the other is available. 
In the first place, irrigation hardens 
the soil so that it ll not readily 
take water from above when it does 
come; and secondly, weed seeds can 
swim and are not troubled with “hy- 
drophobia”; in fact, they just love wa- 
ter so they can swim to new and bet- 
ter territories. But there are still those 
who say they would sooner stay at 
home and irrigate their gardens, 
which might be all right; but when 
the pastor calls on them unexpected- 
ly, he can’t even find the sprinkler, 
or if it is around it might still have 
the brush marks on it from a very 
recent uncovering from under the 
dust which had gathered due to dis- 
use. 

Now, following the cultivation and 
watering comes the biggest problem— 
that of weeding. Some weeds will al- 
ways blow in, regardless of how care- 
ful a person may be, but with irriga- 
tion so many “private interpretations” 
keep floating in, so the job is doubled 
if this is used. Then again, it does not 
matter how clean we may have our 
gardens to start with, there will al- 
ways be new weed seeds that come in, 
so the job is never ended until after 
the reaping. No doubt, there may be 
some little weeds there when the gar- 
den is brought in, but if the weeds 
are too big, we won’t be able to find 
the fruit, and a man does not gather 
“grapes of thorns nor figs of thistles.” 
Let’s keep the weeds down so we can 
find what we have planted. 

There are many different kinds of 
weeds, but maybe some of the more 
prominent ones are: thorns—cares of 
this life, or, as Webster says, worry. 
This is the most common because it 
cannot always be seen by the garden- 
er. When you mention it they say 
they are merely concerned over things 
to come and do not want to be caught 
unawares and unprepared. They do 
not seem to see that if they “cast all 
their cares” upon Him that the other 
things they have need of will be taken 
care of. 

Nettles—fretting and _ touchiness, 
usually associated with tempers. These 
never want to work in the church, 
and when things go slightly contrary 
to their will, the church is to blame; 
when it can’t keep up with the work 
due to want of help, it is dead. But 
ust try and mention that they might 

ave something to do with it, and 
then you are judging. The only means 
of extirpating these weeds is by taking 
some of the load on their own should- 
ers. 

Now, the “good plants.” In school 
we were taught that a weed is a 
plant. which grows where it is not 
wanted. According to this definition, 
any plant may be a weed, and this 
I found true when the dill in my gar- 
den had to be weeded out. Dill 7 a 
perfectly good plant that has many 
uses, but when you don’t have room 
for it and cucumbers, which you pre- 
fer, what good is the dill? e same 
in this spiritual garden of ours. If 
our “own works” get the upper hand, 
and our “Christian faith-works” are

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The Power of the Blood of Jesus. 


(Article II) 


Redeeming blood. Under the Mosaic 
law, it took a close kinsman to redeem 
a person from slavery. Christ Jesus be- 
came every man’s close kinsman that 
He might redeem “whosoever believ- 
eth on him.” For we read in Heb. 2:13- 
15, “And again, I will put my trust in 
him. And again, Behold I and the chil- 
dren which God hath given me. For- 
asmuch then as the children are par- 
takers of flesh and blood, he also him- 
self likewise took part of the same; 
that through death he might destroy 
him that had the power of death, that 
is, the devil; and deliver them, who 
through fear of death were all their 
lifetime subject to bondage.” There- 
fore, He was “made like unto his 
brethren”; He was incarnated in hu- 
man flesh and became the world’s Re- 
deemer. The two disciples walking 
along the road to Emmaus after the 
resurrection of Jesus, thought, as 
many of the Jews did of that day, that 
He was only the Redeemer of Israel; 
for they said, Luke 24:21, “But we 
trusted that it had been he which 
should have redeemed Israel: and be- 
side all this, to day is the third day 
since these things were done.” Paul 
goes a step further and lets us, as Gen- 
tiles, as well as Jews, know that Christ 
redeemed us from the power of the 
ceremonial law; for in Gal. 3:13 we 
read, “Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us: for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that hangeth on a tree.” 
Simon Peter goes all out with his proc- 
lamation of the power of the blood of 
Christ Jesus to redeem in these words, 
“Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain con- 
versation received by tradition from 
your fathers; but with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb without 
blemish and without spot,” 1 Peter 1: 
18, 19. Paul lets us know that we have 
redemption not only from the law, but 
also from sins; for he says in Eph. 1:7, 
“In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins, according to the riches of his 
grace.” 

The blood of Jesus Christ has ran- 
soming power. The ransom that Christ 
Jesus, our Redeemer kinsman, paid 
for us was His own precious blood, the 
giving of His own immaculetely holy

life. In other words, Christ Jesus, our 
Redeemer, did not pay our ransom 
price with silver and gold, houses and 
lands, cities, counties, states, coun- 
tries, kingdoms, fortune and fame, the 
lifeblood of innocent animals, or the 
lifeblood of some great man. No, He 
gave His own precious blood as a ran- 
som price, and that ransom price is 
an adequate price to purchase the 
freedom of anyone and everyone of 
Adam’s lost race. Notice the ease with 
which Jesus makes this wonderful 
statement, Mark 10:45, “For even the 





‘Son of man came not to be ministered 


unto, but to minister, and to give his 
life a ransom for many.” Notice the 
word give. Jesus was not caught in a 
trap from which He was unable to ex- 
tricate Himself, therefore was cruci- 
fied. He could have called on twelve 
legions of angels and wiped out the 
whole company that came after Him; 
but He was the Good Shepherd, and 
He laid down His life for the sheep. 
He gave it; it was not taken. What a 
great brother He was to give Himself 
for us. No wonder Paul said, in Gal. 
2:20, “I am crucified with Christ: nev- 
ertheless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me: and the life which I now 
live in the flesh I live by the faith of 
the Son of God, who loved me, and 


gave himself for me.” And again, in oe 
Tim. 2:6, Paul lets us know that Christ 
Jesus not only gave Himself a ran- 
som, but He gave Himself a ransom 
for all, that is, all mankind, regardless 
of their station in life, their race, or 
color. The devil had all of us kid- 
napped, and he still has millions 
kidnapped; but as the blood of Jesus 
Christ was the ransom price for all 
of our souls who are now saved, so it 
is yet available as the adequate ran- 
som price for all of those who are 
still held in the clutches of the kid- 
napper, the devil. 

There is power of forgiveness in the 
blood of Jesus. Not only are we re- 
deemed by the blood of Jesus Christ 
from the clutches of sin and Satan, 
but we have forgiveness through His 
blood for the sins that we have com- 
mitted. In fact, it is only through His 
blood that we can receive forgiveness 
for sins. There are two questions in 
this connection that perhaps I should 
answer before going further. First, how 
did people, before the coming of Jesus, 
receive forgiveness? The answer is, 
through the blood of the sacrifices. 
God recognized them under the law. 
Not only that, but “without the shed- 
ding of blood there was no remission 
of forgiveness,” as we are told in Heb. 
9:22. Next, how was Jesus able to for- 
give sins before His death? The an- 
swer is, upon the merits of the fact 
that He was as a “Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world.” See Rev. 
13:8. In fact; that was the only reason 
the blood of innocent lambs really 
availed as temporary sacrifices. They 
were types of Christ Jesus, who would 
eventually become the slain Lamb of 
God in actuality. Therefore, all of the 
sacrifices of the past had their ful- 
fillment in Christ Jesus. Christ Jesus, 
as God’s Son and the Son of man, 
could, upon the merits of the fact that 
He was, “according to the determinant 
council of the Godhead,” already God’s 
slain Lamb for the sins of mankind, 
forgive the actual transgressions of 
sinners before His crucifixion. All of 
those who received forgiveness under 
the law and during Christ’s earthly 
ministry was by faith in the fact that 
the Lamb of God would shed His blood. 

All of us this side of the cross look 
to the time that He did shed His blood, 
and as we have faith in His blood, 
which we have never seen, we have 
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forgiveness. You remember Simon 
Peter said, in Acts 2:23, “Him (Jesus), 
being delivered by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God, ye 
have taken, and by wicked hands have 
crucified and slain.” Then notice 2 
Tim. 1:9, “Who hath saved us, and 
called us with a holy calling, not ac- 
cording to our works, but according to 
his own purpose and grace, which was 
given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began.” Then in Titus 1:2 we 
read, “In hope of eternal life, which 
God, that cannot lie, promised before 
the world began.” Where did He prom- 
ise it? In Gen. 3:15: “And I will put 
enmity between thee and the woman, 
and between thy seed and her seed; 
it will bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel.” There has never been, 
neither shall there ever be forgiveness 
for sins in the sense of satisfying God’s 
wrath against it other than through 
blood. It was either the blood under 
the Old Testament covenant, or the 
blood of the New Testament covenant; 
the first the blood of animals, the sec- 
ond the blood of Jesus Christ. Now, 
nothing but faith in the blood of Jesus 


Christ avails for the forgiveness of: 


sins. For a neighbor to forgive his 
neighbor for trespassing against him, 
or sinning against him, even though it 
is a matter settled as between them, 
without the sin is repented of and for- 
giveness is obtained for it through the 
blood of Jesus Christ, the person is still 
condemned before God. 


Kemission means the removal of or 
the forgiveness of sins; therefore, Paul 
tells us in Col. 1:14, “In whom we have 
redemption through his blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins.” In 1 Cor. 6:9-11 
Paul enumerates some of the things 
from which we are washed, or of 
which we are forgiven through faith 
in the precious blood of Jesus: “Know 
ye not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God? Be not 
deceived: neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effemi- 
nate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor ex- 
tortioners, shall inherit the kingdom 
of God. And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are sancti- 
fied, but ye are justified in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit 
of our God.” Then, turning to Rev. 
1:5 we read, “And from Jesus Christ, 
who is the faithful witness, and the 
first-begotten of the dead, and the 
prince of the kings of the earth. Unto 
him that loved us and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood.” So then, it 
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is easy to see that forgiveness for sins 
has never been possible except through 
blood, either upon the merits of the 
fact that Christ Jesus would be slain, 
or that He has been slain. I grant 
you that there are mysteries associ- 
ated with this phase of thought, but 
show me a subject related to our spiri- 
tual experiences that is not mysterious. 
Therefore, regardless of the mystery 
involved, it is only by faith in the fact 
that Jesus did give His lifeblood, and 
that His lifeblood, being poured out, 
is our only means of salvation, present 








THERE IS POWER IN THE BLOOD

and future, that brings us back into 
fellowship with God. 

There is power in the blood to justi- 
fy. Justification relates to our legal 
relationship with God, also made pos- 
sible only through the blood of Jesus 
Christ, not because we have been in- 
nocent, but because we have received 
forgiveness through His blood. Upon 
the merits of His precious blood, Jesus 
Christ brings us into that position with 
His Father that we stand justified be- 
fore Him. Paul tells us, in Rom. 5:8, 9, 
that God commendeth His love toward 
us, “in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us. Much more then, 
being now justified by his blood, we 
shall be saved from wrath through 
him.” In other words, we are forgiven; 
our sins are blotted out; He arranges 
to bring us into full fellowship with 


God and a justified relationship, and 
we, therefore, have assurance of es- 
caping the wrath of God at the judg- 
ment. Again he says in verse one of 
this chapter, “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” There- 
fore, it is still a matter of faith. 

Paul, the great exponent of justifi- 
cation, says again in Rom. 4:25 that 
Jesus was delivered for our offences 
and was raised again for our justifi- 
cation. Although there are, admitted- 
ly, technical differences in the theo- 
logical terms “justification,” “regen- 
eration,” “the new birth,” “saved,” 
“converted,” and “pardoned,” in a 
general sense we often use the terms 
interchangeably. After all, it stands 
to reason that only when a person is 
forgiven through faith in the blood of 
Jesus Christ, he can be justified, or 
born again by the operation of the 
Holy Spirit. For the Holy Spirit cer- 
tainly does not perform the new birth 
in any life where the blood does not 
cover sins in forgiveness. For as the 
life of the flesh is in the blood, so also 
is the blood by faith the life of the 
spiritual life. Notice how Lev. 17:11 
reads: “For the life of the flesh is in 
the blood, and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atonement 
for your souls; for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul.” 


Simon Peter tells us that we are re- 
deemed, “not with corruptible seed, but 
of incorruptible, by the word of God, 
which liveth and abideth forever.” 
Christ Jesus was the seed of the wom- 
an that was to bruise the.serpent’s 
head, and, of course, it is only by the 
Word of God that we have a knowl- 
edge of Him and what He has provid- 
ed for us through His shed blood. 
Faith cometh by hearing and hear- 
ing by the Word of God. Therefore, it 
is by faith in the blood of Christ 
Jesus, who has “begotten us again 
unto a lively hope,” that we have 
this spiritual life, the new birth. 

Notice concerning our birth into this 
new life, that John says in 1 John 4:7- 
9, “Beloved, let us love one another: 
for love is of God; and every one that 
loveth is born of God, and knoweth 
God. He that loveth not, knoweth not 
God; for God is love. In this was man- 
ifested the love of God toward us, be- 
cause that God sent his only begotten 
Son into the world, that we might live 
through him.” His blood brought us 
into that forgiven, justified, born 
again relationship with God, and in 
this state we have eternal life within 
us.

STUDENT VOLUNTEER MOVEMENT 
MEETS 


About 2,500 students from 1700 col- 
leges and universities in the U. S. and 
Canada attended the sixteenth quad- 
rennial convention of the Student Vol- 
unteer Movement held on the Univer- 
sity of Kansas campus from December 
27 to January 1. In addition to U. S. 
and Canadian students, representing 
some 40 denominations, the meeting 
included over 200 students from for- 
eign lands, and 200 missionaries, stu- 
dent leaders and church executives 
who provided the convention’s leader- 


ship. 

Since its founding in 1888, the Stu- 
dent Volunteer Movement—one of the 
oldest interdenominational movements 
in North America—has been instru- 
mental in sending some 20,000 young 
men and women as missionaries to al- 
most every country on earth. 


CHRISTIAN DAY SCHOOLS IN- 
CREASE 


More than 120 per cent increase has 
been chalked up by Christian day 
schools in the last 30 years, and in the 
last 10 years a growth of 86 per cent 
has been registered according to the 
National Union of Christian Schools 
of Grand Rapids, Michigan. Christian 
schools had a gain of 1,625 on last 
year, and there are now 92 achers 
in this work, according to the National 
Union. Schools affiliated with the Na- 
tional Union are located in 24 states 
and three provinces of Canada. 

Christian day schools were first be- 
gun in the late nineteenth century by 
Protestant immigrants from the Neth- 
erlands. Members of the Christian Re- 
formed churches are still the principal 
———- of such schools, though 
other — are also setting up their 
own schools. The National Union rep- 
resents 26,650 pupils in 156 schools 
throughout the country. 


INTER-VARSITY HAS STUDENT 
CONVENTION 


Evangelical students of the Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship had a 
missionary convention, the student 
Missionary Convention, at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Urbana, Illinois, from 
December 27 to 31. In spite of snow 
and ice, 1,600 students came to Urbana 
and Champaign, Illinois, for the con- 
vention presided over by C. Stacey 
Woods, general secretary of the IVCE. 
Officers, missionaries, and representa- 
tives from scores of mission boards 
were also present for the five-day 
meeting which was addressed by 
outstanding figures in the evangeli- 
cal world. ‘ 
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PUNISHED FOR MURDER OF 
CHRISTIANS 

The Session Court of Lahore, Paki- 
stan, sentenced two persons to death 
for their part in the riot at the village 
of Matta last August when a mob of 
250 Moslems murdered 11 Christians 
and tried to kill seven others. Ten oth- 
er defendants were condemned to life 
imprisonment. In evidence introduced 
at the 8-day trial, it was found the in- 
cident was provoked by a report that 
one of the murdered men had mo- 
lested the daughter of a Moslem, and 
that Christians had also slain a Mos- 
lem and injured two others. The pre- 
siding judge, Mohammed Rafiq, said 
that though Moslems of the village 
could have been said to be aggrieved 
as one of their girls was molested 
and one man killed, that “their howl- 
ing for blood and clamoring for ven- 
geance as if afflicted with madness 
could under no circumstances be justi- 
fied.” The judge concluded that 7 
ple cannot be allowed to avenge their 
wrongs by their own hand, and this

Paul S. Rees, of the First Covenant 
Church of Minneapolis, left recently 
for a tour of Europe and the Orient 
to speak at conferences arranged by 
national evangelical groups. The tour 
is part of a campaign to develop na- 
tional evangelical associations in for- 
eign countries as members in_ the 
World Evangelical fellowship which 
was formed at Woudschoten, Nether- 
lands, last August.

There must be some way in the 
Bible whereby we can distinguish the 
people of God from the people of the 
world. I think that if we will read 
our Bibles, we can usually find the 
distinguishing marks. 


A Separate People 

One of the outstanding and, I 
think, first distinguishing marks that 
we find in the Bible is that God’s 
holy people are a separate people. 
Truly, we are severed from the na- 
tions around about us and chosen to 
be a special people above all people 
upon the face of the earth (Deut. 7:6). 
Nor has the Lord chosen us because 
we were more in number than any 
people, but He has set His love upon 
us because we were the fewest of all 
people (Deut. 7:7). God’s holy people, 
exploring Canaan, brought conster- 
nation to the enemies’ ranks wherever 
they went. So it is that the giants of 
sin flee when God’s holy people come 
marching through the land—‘“fair as 
the moon, clear as the sun, as terrible 
as an army with banners,” Song of 
Solomon 6:10. They are above all 
people upon the face of the earth. 
It is not hard to distinguish this 
group of people. They are God’s holy 
people, a separate people. 


A People That Dwell on High 


Another outstanding, distinguishing 
mark is that they are a people that 
dwell on high. This is a high profes- 
sion. “He shall dwell on high ... ,” the 
margin, “heights, or high places,” 
Isa. 33:16. He beholds a land that is 
afar off, and not only that, but also 
he sees the king in his beauty (Isa. 
33:17). Beholding the land that is 
afar off implies a telescopic eye. Now 
he adjusts his telescope of faith, 
and that which was afar off is 
brought nigh. As the room must be 
darkened and all light shut out to 
get the best view through the world’s 
telescope of planets, so must we shut 
out all human reasoning, light of this 
world, by a simple act of faith in the 
shed blood of Jesus Christ. Make one 
bold dash for Jordan and go through 
at’any cost. 

A Safe People 
Another outstanding, distinguishing 
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mark of God’s holy people is that 
they are a safe people. His place of 
defense shall be the munitions of 
rock. The raging storm and roaring 
breakers of a hundred generations 
may beat and break at the base of 
this Gibraltar, but you are safe. 
“, . .and his children shall have a 
place of refuge.” 

Proverbs 14:26. No enemy can scale 
the embattlements of this defense. 
These rock pillars know no defeat, 
and are perfectly safe. They are a 
happy people. “Let the inhabitants of 
the rock sing, and let them shout 
from the top of the mountains,” Isa. 
42:11. They can sing and shout as 
no other people can, on Monday, wash 
day, scrub day, and all other days. 
“Happy is that man that maketh the 
Lord his trust and respecteth not the 
proud and such as turn aside to lies.” 
Psa. 40:4. “Happy are they that dwell 
in thy house; they will be still prais- 
ing thee,” Psa. 84:4. “Happy is the 
people that know the joyful sound; 
they shall walk, O Lord, in the light of 
thy countenance. In thy name shall 
they rejoice all the day; and in thy 
righteousness shall they be exalted,” 
Psa. 88:15 and 16. Praise God! God’s 
holy people are a safe people. 

A Blessed People 

Another outstanding, distinguishing 
mark of God’s holy people is that 
they are a blessed people. In Deut. 
28:12 we are told that the Lord shall 
open to thee His good treasures and 
bless all the works of thine hand. 
“Thou shalt lend unto many nations 
and thou shalt not borrow.” I remem- 
ber my old granddad said that when 
he was just a boy his mother used 
to send him over to the neighbor’s 
house to borrow fire when theirs went 
out. Many are doing this very same 
thing today in religion. They are out 
and are all the time borrowing and 
warming by someone’s fire other than 
their own. You might say, “Well, bro- 
ther, how can I be one of these 
blessed, holy people? How can I find 
the door to the good treasures of God’s 
house?” You will find it at the mour- 
ner’s bench, stained with tears and 
sweat; you'll find it groaning and 
agonizing with God.

A Liberal People 


Another outstanding, distinguishing 
mark of God’s holy people is that they 
are a liberal people. Thank God, there 
is an experience where you can lend 
and give away all you have all the 
time, and the more that you practice 
it, the more you have to hand out. 
“There is that scattereth, and yet 
increaseth; and there is that with- 
holdeth more than is meet, but it 


tendeth to poverty. The liberal soul — 


shall be made fat; and he that water- 
eth shall be watered also himself.” 
Prov. 11:24, 25. “The Lord shall open 
unto thee his good treasures, the 
heaven. . . to bless all the works of 


_ thine hand... .” “And the Lord shall 


make thee plenteous in goods... .” 
“And the Lord shall command the 
blessings upon thee in thy store- 
houses. . . .” “The Lord shall cause 
thine enemies that rise up against 
thee to be smitten. before thy face; 
they shall come out against thee one 
way and flee seven ways.” “There 
shall no man be able to stand before 
you for the Lord your God shall lay 
the fear of you and the dread of you 
upon all the land that ye shall tread 
upon.” Praise God! This places us on 
shouting terms with God, and I feel 
like shouting while I’m writing this! 
People That Are Ahead 

God’s holy people are people that 
are ahead. The world puts us behind, 
but God puts us ahead. “For that 
which is highly esteemed among men 
is an abomination in the sight of 
God,” Luke 16:15. What men put on 
top, God puts underneath. Men put 
riches, pleasures, luxuries, and, in 
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fact, everything else ahead of a holy 
life. Gold seems to be at the top here, 
but we will walk on it in heaven. 
The Lord wants us to lead and not 
to follow. In other words, we are to 
set the fashions and not follow them. 


I heard the story of a newly elected 
governor who moved into his mansion, 
took up his duties, and sent his child- 
ren to school. They returned home 
sad-hearted after the first day be- 
cause the other children made fun of 
their clothes. The governor told them 
to go back and tell the ones who had 
ridiculed them that they were the 
governor’s children and had come to 
set or lead the fashions and not to 
follow them. 

You might say, “Brother, what did 
you say?” I said that God’s holy 
people are ahead. They are the lead- 
ers; they are to set the example. God’s 
holy people are people who are on 
top. “Thou shalt be above all men 
and shall not be beneath.” They may 
cover us up with argument and rea- 
soning, but we have the goods. Some- 
how or other, we are soon on top; 


our flags flying. We may have to go: 


to Potiphar’s prison or through the 
lion’s den, but it only means that we 
are soon to sit on the throne. The very 
things the devil throws in our way 
to make us stumble are only stepping 
stones to lift us higher and nearer to 
God. Hence, we are always God’s holy 
people, on top. Do you have any devils 
in your church or around your com- 
munity that you can’t handle? If you 
have, listen to Deut. 11:22-25, which 
says, “For if you shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love the 
Lord your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him; then 
will the Lord drive out all these na- 
tions from before you, and ye shall 
possess greater nations and mightier 
than yourselves. Every place whereon 
the soles of your feet shall tread shall 
be yours; from the wilderness and 
Lebanon, from the river, the river 
Euphrates, even unto the uttermost 
sea shall your coast be. There shall 
no man be able to stand before you; 
for the Lord your God shall lay the 
fear of you and the dread of you 
upon all the land that ye shall tread 
upon, as he hath said unto you.” Here 
are His promises to fight our battles, 
give us unlimited possessions, and put 
the fear of us on the land. Then 
again in Joel He promises us that we

God’s holy people are a healthy 
people. “They shall still bring forth 
fruit in old age; they shall be fat and 
flourishing,” Psa. 92:14. That is, they 
shall have an evergreen experience; 
instead of the thorn shall come up the 
fir tree. The fir is an evergreen. They 
shall be green and flourishing con- 
tinually. “And the Lord shall guide 
thee continually, and satisfy thy soul 
in drought, and make fat thy bones; 
and thou shalt be like a watered gar- 
den, and like a spring of water, whose 
waters fail not,” Isa. 58:11. Notice, it 
says here that He will guide, not 
drag, us continually, not by spells; 
satisfy our souls in drought. This en- 
ables us to drink. . . “running water 
out of our own well,” Prov. 5:15. When 
all the little surface wells around dry 
up, we have an abundance of water 
in our spring from the fact that we 
have dug deep and struck water that

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MISSION WORK EXCITING BUT 
DANGEROUS 


For reasons of personal safety of 
the missionary, I withhold the names 
and places, but I wish to give you 
some information that has just 
reached me from the field by an aged 
veteran missionary whom I know per- 
sonally. I will quote a part of the 
letter. 

“Dear Brother Walker:” 

“Greetings in the name of Jesus. 
This is the first Christmas gift I have 
ever received in my 40 years in Africa. 
I appreciate it greatly as you’re think- 
ing of me when everyone else has for- 
saken me. A missionary gets used to 
anything. 

“It is Sunday, and as soon as I got 
the mission cleaned out it was filled 
immediately with Arabs crying out 
‘Hail! Mohammed; away with the Son 
of God.’ They are like fiery flying ser- 
—. I wish you could go to Wash- 
ngton, D. C., and stand before the 
Mosque and denounce Mohammed as 
they do here Jesus Christ. But this 
kind of work can be done only by 
those whom God called for it, for no 
one else can do it, and it is very dan- 
gerous work. 

“The missionary accepted a man in 
the mission to assist with the work, 
whom, it was believed, was a converted 
Christian, but for some reason the 
Moslems defeated him, and he said, 
“Jesus did not die, nor was He resur- 
rected to save me from Arabs.” And a 
woman near by said, “God sent all 
the prophets, Mohammed, Jesus Christ, 
and Moses,” but the missionary in- 
terrupted them with, counseling from 
the Word of God. During the skirmish 
the Frenchman took the flag and cov- 
ered the text of the Bible, so then the 
Moslems were ready to kill him. But 
on December 7, the man ran away and 
never, came back anymore, and the 
missionary was left alone. You can 
see what dangerous work God gave 
the missionary in this field. A little 
later, a man sorcerer stopped in the 
mission and cried with a loud voice, 
“Eternal life, eternal life, Madam, 
eternal life.” The missionary gave him 
a tract “Eternal Life.” His people are 
in need, but the veteran missionary, 
who recently visited the U. S. A., states 
further, “Does America pray for them? 
No! Perhaps Britain prays some, but 
America demands big gatherings with 
thousands of people, and forgets per- 
sonal work. Jesus Christ did personal 
work by Adam and Eve, and we must 
first do personal work before God and 
on Spirit can send them to big meet- 
ngs.” 

When we consider the fields where 
even Mohammedanism and rank fa- 
naticism exist, souls must be plucked 
from the burning fire, most carefully 
and prayerfully brought to the fold. 
One can see how easy it is for a mis- 
sionary to feel that the rvest is
